Weisenberger 
Offers Aid for 
City Pavement 


Would Repeat 
Clause Forbidding 
State Aid in Cities 
of 2,500 


Representative Roycc Wcisonbcrger 


announced Friday the tentative draft 
of a bill he will introduce at the 
1941 legislature providing for the Stale 
Highway Department to take over 
maintenance of streets that arc high- 
way continuations iri cities of the 
first and second class. 


Commenting from Little Rock, high- 


way officials told the Associated Press 
they estimated there were 200 miles 
of such continuations in the described 
cities, and that the estimated yearly 
maintenance cost would be $300 a mile. 


Mr. Wciscnberger's bill proposes to 


amend Section 3 of Act 05 of 1929, 
merely eliminating the present pro- 
vision which prohibits state work on 
.streets in cities of 2,500 population 


The present law declares that all 


roads on the stale highway system map 
are state roads "except that portion 
of said roads traversing incorporated 
towns of 2,500 and over inhabitants." 


Mr. Weisenberger would substitute 


for those words the following: 


"Including those portions of said 


roads extending into or through in- 
corporated towns and cities."

Wins Decision to

;ST. LOUIS, Mo. —!7P)— The United 


Stales Circuit Court of Appeals, rul- 
ing in a tax dispute between the 
state of Arkansas and the Missouri 
Pacific Lines, held Thursday federal 
courts have the power to determine 
the validity and amount of slate tax- 
es levied against a bankrupt railroad. 


The opinion was handed . down in 


an appeal by the Arkansas Corpora- 
tion Commission and 51 county col- 
lectors from n decree by Federal Judge 
George H. Moore giving the railroad 
permission to tender payment of $620,- 
645 on its 1939 Arkansas taxes. 


This was about 60 per 
cent of 


the amount levied against the road 
on the basis of an assessment of ?28,- 
050,000. Trustee Guy A. Thompson, 
in a petition in Judge Moore's court, 
asserted the valuation was "discrim- 
inatory" and contended the maxi- 


assessment should not exceed 


, , 0 0 0 . 
Arkansas moved for dismissal of the 


petition but was overruled by Judge 
Moore, who said Section 64-A of the 
Bankruptcy Act gave the court juris- 
diction tp hear and determine validity 
of the taxes. Thompson was authoriz- 
ed to make the tender of payment. 


On appeal, Arkansas argued that

No man can make up his mind 


flbout the effect of the forces now 
pushing business up without taking 
into consideration certain influences 
that go along with these things as 
fleas go along with a dog. 


Foremost among these is the gov- 


ernihcnt's fiscal policies. These in- 
volve government taxes and govern- 
ment borrowing. The borrowing and 
spending tends lo push business a- 
head. The taxes tcneTto weigh it down, 
particularly in the peacetime indust- 
ries. 


One major decision has been made 


by the government—to pay for the de- 
fense effort by taxes and by borrow- 
ing. That is about all. What proport- 
ion of taxes and borrowing will be 
ncloplcd is not yet clear. 


This last year two tax increases 


were made by the government. Three 
months ago lhc government made an 
estimale of this year's proportion of 
taxes and borrowing. It said the re- 
turn from all taxes will be 56,367,000,000 
(including social security taxes.) 


It is estimated that it will spend 


512,058,000,000. This, however, mere- 
ly takes us up to July 1, 1941. 


A different proportion would pro- 


bably be adopted from July 1, 1941 
to July r, 1942. 


Proportionate Profits May Fall 


Oft in 1941 


Much will depend on the size of 


the national income. The tax rates 
now in force can produce a great 
deal of . money. provided the . income 
is large. 


If the national income rises to S80 - 


000,000,000 the .existing tax rates might 
produce as much as ?10,000,000,000. This, 
however, is a rosy estimate, because it 
is based on a rise in profits and in- 
:ome taxes. 


But it is going pretty far to as- 


sume that profits under existing cir- 
cumslances will be proportionately as 
great as under the conditions of last 
year. 


The rise in cosls, the immense de- 


ductions for amortization and obsoles- 
cence on war plants may cut profits 
very greatly, particularly for tax pur- 
poses. 


Business men opposed to further 


tax increases are disposed to stress 
this argument as to the fruitfulness 
of exiting taxes. But they are on 
very infirm ground. 


The IJest evidence is to be found in 


Ihe movement already started for the 
ending of tax exemption on bonds. 


Emphasis on Borrowing 
g with this goes a powerful and 


important politcial interest. Loading 
government economists recently an- 
nounced that the government was go- 
ing to give a demonstration of how 
great prosperity could be produced by 
immense war expendilurcs and sug- 
geslcd that this would prove that' 
the government would have to spend 
not three billion as in Ihe pasl on re- 
covery, but at least'12 billion. 


The haste, therefore, to get spend- 


ing under way will lead the govern- 
ment to put its emphasis on borrowing 
rather than spending. 


For this reason [he secretary of the 


treasury has urged the increase of 
Ihe debt limit by as much as 20 bil- 
lion dollars, while a former senatorial 
economy leader proposes an increase 
of 26 billion.

We Should Meet Kach Day With Same 


Attitude We Reserve for 


New Year 


Text: Luke ll!:S!;-48

Kditor of Advance 


The topic of this lesson for young 


people and adults is "Girded for the 
New Your." H is essentially a New 
Year's lesson, and its therne is faith- 
fulness and watchfulness. 


It is our custom at the turn of the 


year, in the very hour of the transit- 
ion. to hold "watch-night services." 
Rut more important than watching Ihe 
old year out and Iho new year in 
.is watchfulness all through the year. 
There is no good lesson for New Year 
that is not good for every day. 


Almost inevitably we make good 


resolulioris al New Year. Too often 
we forget about them, or fail to keep 
them. But if they are really good, and 
if Ihey ought to be kepi, we should 
make a far better job of keeping 
them if, we could meet each dawn- 
ing day with Ihe same atTiiude and 
psychology with which we meet a 
new year. After all, it i.s not a New 
Year that is dawning, but a new day. 
and the New Year comes to us a day 
al a time. 


The lesson of faithfulness and watch 


fulness is given here by the Great 
Teacher in Ihe parable of Ihe lord 
returning from the marriage 
feast, 


with his servants not knowing Ihe hour 
of his return. Will he find them Wake- 
ful, 
ready to open the door straight- 


way when he knocks? Blessed, says 
Jesus, are the servants whom their 
masler will find watchful. 


The parable might be applied to the 


return of Jesus Himself, as Lord and 
Master; but it is not clear that Jesus 
told it originally for any reason but 
to leach and emphasize Ihe lesson of 
watchfulness. 


The parable shifts to Ihat of the 


master of the house guarding against 
Ihe possibilily of house-breakers. The 
letTon is of Ihe need of being con- 
slanlly prepared and on guard. If the 
master of the house knew just when 
the thief would come, and at what 
hour in the night, he woulcThave been 
leady. But thr.t is not Ihe safe way of 
guarding against thieves. One must 


be always prepared. 


Here the 
application 
is 
specific, 


though it may not be altogether clear. 
Jesus warns His disciples to. be also 
ready, "for in an hour that ye think 
not Ihe Son of Man cometh." What 
did Jesus mean by this? Was He re- 
ferring to some future coming, or to 
impending events in His own Messian- 
ic mission? Was it a preliminary warn- 
ing, such as He was to impress upoil 
Hi.s chosen disciples in the final hour 
of (heir watch in Gelhsamene, when 
He came not ones, but three times and 
each lime found them sleeping? 


These speculative questions regard- 


ing the situation then have only se- 
condary interest for us today. What 
about ourselves? How does God come 
to us? How does Ho knock at the 
door o four hearls? He knocks with 
words that we may fail to hear, and 
with opportunities that we may miss. 


We must be as alert in spiritual at- 


titudes and way as arc good servants 
serving an eartlily master. God comes 
again and again to us. Will He find 
us lert and ready, or as slothful, ne- 
gleclful servants, scamping our work, 
lazy, and faithless, when we think no 
one is walching. 


God is always watching. Thou God 
seesl me!

Now the 
saddened young princess is living al- 
most a hermit's life in a guarded home 
outside Washington. Her husband is in 
London. 


So is the next lady who hit the front 


pages: Queen Wilhelmina of Holland. 
It was early May when the German 
panzers rubbed out her nation's bord- 
ers. On May 13th she arived in Lon- 
don. There was a flurry of critic- 
ism. But she reminded critics that 
"I Shall Maintain" was the motto of 
her dynasty. And obviously she could 
"maintain" better in London than as 
a German prisoner.
